The cclebralion was in the tialurc 

of a reci'iition in honor of tho mis 

sion's founder, Ihe Rev. Austin 

VV. Mann, and was the first of the 

kind ever given in Indianapolis. 

Following the address of welciane bv 

the Rev. J. D. Stanley, rector of 

the church, the Rev. Mr. Maiiu 

delivered, in the sign language, an 

addiess to the mules, a lar^je num- 
ber of whom were piesent. The 

address in pan follows : 

- "Thi<J service, the first of the 

kind ever held in this city, rnaiks 

the completion of twenly-Hve years 

of life St. Allians Mission for Deaf- 

Mules ; which, from the fii-st, has 

had its homo in this hospitalile 

parish. Besides commemoialing a 

i)eginning of great importance to 

"Ihe silent brethren" of Indiana- 
polis, the work at large, in America 
and Great Britain It also illus- 
trates Ihe advantages of ihe prayer 

books as a means of worship and 

instruction. It is a safeguard 
against the confu.sed teachings of 
divided Chtisiianiiy. 

EDUCATION OF MUTES. 
" Before taking up the history of 
Ibis mission, it should be stated 
that two beginnings of greai import- 
ance to Ihe deaf-mutes of tlie United 
State I'elong to the nineteenth cen- 
tury. One is related to their educa- 
tion; the other beloiijis to the spirit- 
ual care. The education of ileaf 
mute, begun in the yeat 1817 at 
Hart ford, and afterward widely 
extended, opened tho w«y for this 
wide-reaching and fruitful work of 
the church. The intital step was a 
bible class, in the year 1850 in New 
York City. Out of the class grew 
the well-known St. Ann's Church 
for Doaf-Mutes. 

" It has been stated that St. 
Albans Mission lias been in this 
parish from ihe first. To this we 
wish to add, that every faculty has 
been afforded us for worship, 
lectures and socials gathering. We 
have always been inad'> to feel at 
home here. Wo feel most thankful 
for these opportunities. We are a 
mere liandfiil, without the ability to 
l)nild and endow a churuh for ou>- 
selvcs like St. Ann's, New York ; 
All Souls Philadelphia and St. 
Saviour's London. In the year 1873 
while teachinj.' at the Michigan 
School for the Deaf-Mule, I received 
a layreader's license to work amoni: 
the jiraduates scattered over Ihe 
Sate. Not long afterward I gave 
up teachiuu and found myself fiee 
10 carry out long cherished plans 
One wasihe founding of silent mis- 
sions' in Ihe large cities of the 
Middle West 

FIELD OF LABOR. 

" My field of labor extends from 
the Alleglienies to the Mississippi 
It formerly extended to th»* Mij 
ouri River. The rapid transporlH- 
tion ef these davs makes pos8i\de 
many things. Mis.sions have bin^n 
built up in the large cities fiom Pit- 
tsburg to Chicago. Over four thou- 
sand services have been held in 
387 different parishes, within and 
outside of my a.ssigned territory 
One of my duties is Ihe making of 
annual report;? to the bishops in 
whose disoeOses the work is cairied 
on. More than thiee hundred of 
these reports may be found in Ihe 
appendixes of Convention Journals. 

"During the pa^t quarter of a 
century services have been held in 
Indianapolis.

" As a matter of fact," says a 
conraaeons writer in the Boston 
Tranncripi, " the common rat is a 
vastly more intelligent creature 
than the squirrel or the average cat.

The sleek 
and well groomed gray rat is, 
barring the ordinary baidne.ss of 
his tail, quite as pretty and grace- 
ful a creature as the squirrel, and 
there is no reason why we should 
not become so much accustomed to 
the appearance of his tail that in 
lime we should reuard it as quite 
ornamental."

The Chinese structures that im- 
press the engineering ob.server most 
strongly are the bridges, Ihe pago- 
das, the city walls and certain de- 
tails of building construction. The 
arch, that beautiful structure form 
the scientific as well as the aesthetic 
point of view, is generally believed 
tt» be of Roman origin. It was not 
known to or at least never us«'d by 
the Greeks, and although the shap« 
appears in certain specimens of 
Hindoo architecture it is of false 
vari ety— that is, a succession of 
protruding corbels. In China, on 
the other hand, we find it of most 
widespread and fgeneral applicji- 
liou.and exjiinination shows that 
the principles involved are thorough- 
ly understood. The universal use 
of the desin in all parts of the 
count ty and the undoubted anti- 
quity of so many ef the existing 
e.xamples clearly demonstrat that 
it long antedates any possible for- 
eign suir!:<'stions and go a long way 
to establish it as of Chinese origin, 
a deparlmeut, however, which, 
like printingand gnn]>ow(1er, never 
passed beyond the i bor-

C<iurter, which appeared in the 
AyM/r/cr of Felioii IV iiil, lu iin. re- 
fore, quoted ; 

" An account w;i« imblished 
yesterday in f>ne of the New Vork 
pipers of a series of interesting 
••xperiments with an (dcclri(!al 
device for conveying souiul to the 
brain of the deaf. The contrivance, 
which is similar in a.|)pearance to 
that worn over the head by teleph- 
one switchboard allend/inis, was 
<-lain()ed to the head of a deaf and 
dumb boy, who, tim account state- 
ed, heard music and other sounds, 
and soon repeated audibl}' afier his 
instructor such simjile words as 
"mamma," "pa[>a," "hello." etc. 

" It is claiine<l for tho device 
that by its use 80 per cent, of all 
deaf mules can acquire a practical 
use of articulate bingiiage. It Is 
maintaln'd that there is not one 
case (d daiifness in 10,000 where all 
the ornans of the outer and inner 
ear are so «'oinpl"'teIy dc-lroyed 
as to preclude the possibility of 
conveying sound preceptioti lo the 
nerve centres of the brainy provided 
only the sound waves can be con- 
veyed with suHlcient direct ness and 
ioteusily. 



" Dr. A. L. E. Croiiter, Siifier- 
intendent of the PeniiSvlvania Ins- 
titution for the Deaf, said y est erdiiy 
thst while tho contrivance may be 
(jf ai<l to thos(> ill whom there is 
some si'ii.se of Inviring lemMininir, 
ho <li<l not believe it couM help 
those totally deaf. "I am very 
sure that I know what the device 
is,'? said Dr. Ciouter. "It is not 
now, but has been tried in several 
schools for Ihe deaf. I have se<'ii 
it used, thoiiuh no experinumts 
hiive been made with it in Pliila- 
d(d|)liia, so far as I know. The 
piinciplc of it is that the electric 
current so greatly Btren«thens the 
vibrations (d' sound that, either 
through the bones of the ear or 
throutrh whiit is remaining of the 
auditory nerve, Ihe sound is convey- 
ed to the brain. 

" I do not think Ihat any con- 
trivjuice miide n-nders it iio^sible to 
rcjudi by sound Ihe brain of one 
totally d<'af, Notwilhstandin); lont.- 
continued effort lo develop paili;il 
hearing in thi- deaf, there has been 
Very lilt le pioi-res^. Where In-ai- 
\u'jr hiis been utterly deslroycd it is 
generally held to be utterly UNcOess 
to attemjit to reach the brain l>\ 
s^)uud. The estimate Ihat tln-re is 
not one Ciise of d'-afness in 10,000 
where the organs are so completely 
destroyed that sound cannot be 
convened to the brain is gieally ex 
agueraied. 

" Among those whom wo have in 
this Tiistitution the pi'rcentagc of 
the totally di-af is very hirge. Ol 
csurse. we have a good many, jier- 
liaps 20 per cent., who will dis- 
tinguish sound if it is siiflicienlly 
intense or will lake notice of a 
band. lam convinced that lothe 
totally deaf this deviei^ cim bo of 
no aid, whalever is value maybe 
among those who have some sense 
of hearing remainintr- I have 
extemhid an invitation lo those 
who have it to experiment with it 
hero, but there has been no acce[it- 
anc(<."
